REPRESENTATIVE NICHOLAS LONGWORTH of Ohio, who is 
shortly to wed Miss Roosevelt, made some remarks on the Filipinos, 
in a speech in congress during the tariff debate, which have occasioned no 
little remark. ‘* Except for the love of family and the home, I can see 
nothing bright in the Filipino character,” 
he said. The next count in his indictment 
is: ‘*No one after smoking one native 
cigar would want another.”” He found 
that it was impossible to translate into 
their language the ‘simple statement that 
** public office is a public trust.’”’ He ar- 
gued, therefore, that the Filipinos are in- 
capable of self-government, and then con- 
cluded that we should let them go as soon 
as we decently can. Mr. Longworth then 
emphasized this point, and declared that 
the time when they shall be ready for self- 
<2) _ government is very remote, and again con- 
a cluded that we ought to hurry them for- 
ward to independence as fast as possible. 
Our first impulse is to point out the unusual logic of this argument, but 
when we reflect upon the circumstances of the Longworth expedition to the 
Philippines another question leaps to the fore: Was the gentleman from 
Ohio in the frame of mind at Manila to study the Filipino with the cold, 
dispassionate precision that alone could give scientific value to his observa- 
tions? Weare rather surprised that he did not see everything bright in the 
Filipino character. We should have said off-hand, after knowing all the 
circumstances of what has been termed *‘ The Taft Wooing-bee,”’ that the 
Philippines, the Filipino, and all the islands, coasts, peoples, customs and 
ceremonies, adjacent, circumjacent, or in any wise appertaining thereto, 
would have looked lovely to Mr. Nicholas Longworth of Ohio. 





TRICKS OF TRADE IN GOTHAM TOWN. 


THe NEW YORK BUREAU of weights and measures has made some 

interesting disclosures ** touchin’ on an’ appertainin’ ”’ to trade in the 
gay and rollicking metropolis. In the course of recent inspections the in- 
spectors found yard-sticks shriveled an inch or two, quart measures had 
contracted to a pint and a half, and scales were weighing out twelve to 
fourteen ounces to a pound. Butchers were found who kept a little ball of 
putty lying unobtrusively near the scales.

The brass nails used as measures 
on dry-goods counters led to queer, unin- 
tended frauds. These counters were fre- 
quently sawed up to make new combina- 
tions, and the nails would fall some inches 
nearer together. But they measured a yard just the same. Some folks 
imagine that store-trade is a dry, humdrum performance. But we see that 
it has its gayer side, calling for little imaginative flights that lend it charm 
continually.
